At Frincoton. Bird Deboc, the 15- 
year-old son of W. H. Dcboe, and neph- 
ew of ex-Senator W. J. Deboc. was run 
over Sod killed by a freight train. 

In the Federal court at Cinciqnati the 
government successfully prosecuted a 
contracting Arm, engaged on a dam in a 
river below there, under the eight-hour 
law. This was the first test of the 
measure. 

At Mt. Sterling, Fearl Hamilton, aged 
17. was arrested on the churge of steal- 
ing a horse from B. F. Likes, near Rin- 
go Mills, Fleming county.

By a decision of the appellate division 
of the New York Supreme Court near- 
ly all the lndr|icndence League organ- 
isation candidates for Assembly, Sen- 
ate and Congress were thrown off the 
ticket and under this decision they cun- 
not run under the Independence la-ague 
emblem of the scales. Inde|a*ndence 
la-ague attorneys announced that they 
had asked for a s|ieciul session of the 
Court of Appeals at Albany in onler 
that the ruling might be reviewed. 

Fearful of feeling against this coun- 
try in Japan, IVesident Roosevelt has 
directed Secretary Metcalf to go to 
San Francisco and investigate the ex- 
clusion of Japanese children from the 
schools there. Alleged discrimination 
against the Japanese in other ways has 
also been brought to the attention of 
Washington by the Japanese Ambassa- 
dor. The trouble is said to tie purely 
local in nature. 

A story of the extreme brutality with 
which he alleged Henry Ketterer, a pa- 
tient, was treated at the Eastern Ken- 
tucky Asylum, prior to hts death, was 
related on the witness stand at Lexing- 
ton by R. R. Champion, one of the for- 
mer attendants. He testified that while 
lying prone on the ground, handcuired, 
Ketterer was beaten by two attendants, 
one with a “blackjack,” the other with 
a atick or club. Champion was indict- 
ed with other former attendants, but 
the bill against him wax dismissed by 
tie Commonwealth. 



Four more bodies were recovered 
from the ruins of the Chamber of Com- 
merce Kansas City, Kan., and four per- 
sons arc still missing. 

Mis. Louisa Smith, the oldest Gypsy 
in America, died in a f-amp near Free- 
hold, N. J. She was 101 years, two 
months and 12 days old. 

During a higli windstorm at Johnson 
City, Tenn., two men were killed by a 
falling wail while at work rebuilding a 
recently burned structure. 

Two persona are dead, eight are miss- 
ing, two are fatally injured and 50 more 
or less seriously injured as the result of 
the lodging-house fire in Kansas City, 
Kan. 

Baker Crawford, of Salt Lick, while 
back home from Ashland, where he 
went to work, fell under a freight train 
ami lioth legs were cut off. He will 
die. 

Four hundred life-preservers and 
pieces of a wrecked vessel came ashore 
near Cape Hatteras. The names on 
the cork jackets are not known in ma- 
rine records. 

In letters received at Washington, 
William Jennings Bryan says he is en- 
couraged about the next House and 
that the indications are that the Demo- 
crats will capture control of it. 

At Winchester, the disbarment pro- 
ceedings against Judge W. M. Beckner 
were called lx- fore the Hon. Overton 
Harris, of Louisville, who was ap|>oint- 
ed as Special Judge by Gov. Beckhatn. 

The Kentucky State Grange adopted 
a resolution favoring . equal rights for 
women in Kentucky. A big barbecue 
marked the close of the Grange and 
the State Farmers' Institute sessions 
in Lexington. 

In an address before the American 
Society of Equity, at East St. I amis, 
Mr. F. Sharp, of Narrows, urged that 
the farmers must fix a profitable price 
for their products and could only do 
this by organization.

Miller. I well remember Prof. Win- 
fray as the champion of that hill both 
before and during tho recent legisla- 
ture 

I do not recall that Mr E A. Gill- 
lion ever met with the senate com- 
mittee on education or that he ever 
spoke to me on the subject of state 
normals It was my understanding. In 
fact. I think he told me, that he was 
In Frankfort as the lobbyist for the 
newspaper libel bill, which was de- 
feated I never heard from him on 
any subject outside of newspaper leg 
(station
